The Republicans have now eleatad foir-
toon new members of the Senato, who will
tako thelr sonts on the coming 4th of Marceh,
Thoy will, no doubt, elect auother in Penn-
sylvania, The Stated which thess Benntors
will repressnt aro among tho Republican
strongholds, nond In populstion, weslth, and
influenco In the country they rank rather
above the averago of the Btates,

Now, what la the oplulon of these new
Benators In regard to the nominntion of
Gen. Grant in 1884 fora thivd Presidential
torm? Thelr juligmont In this particular
will have o good deal of welght with thele
party, for some of them oo among the
ablest mon in Congress.  Moreover, as all
of them have froquently expresasd tholr
sentiments on this sulyect, noi several of
thom were prominentat the Inst Republiean
Nutfonul Convention, they may be presuted
o reflect the wishos in this mattor of the
majurity of the party In thelr sevoral States,

The Senators who have been elooted in
Now Eoglaod are Epsivsos of Vermont,
Dawrs of Mussachuseits, Donxssron aof
Blode Islamd, Hane of Maloe, and Ilawney
of Connecticut. Thosa States gave GLRANT
hardly o votoe ot Chicago, and thess five
Honators are hostile to a third term,

Gon, REWELL, tho New Jorsey Sopataor, s
oupruknu ngalost Graxnt, aud hag Just
benton Ronesox, who defilod the Navy Do
partmont  utder GRast's admiolstration.
JOHY SiEnMAN s probably for hlinself in
1884, but at nll events he s inflexibly hostile
to thoe thicd torm, Mannisox of Indiaoa and
Coxoen of Michigan were leadera of the
opposition to Guast at Chlesgo, MoMirn-
LAN, from Minnesota, Is lxod angoinst pe-
elocting Gnaxt. It s understood that the
opinions of Sawynn, tho new Senator frem
Wisoonain, are of the same tenor, while Vax
Wyck of Nebraskn and Mrinrew of Callfor-
nin are pronounced in thelr ohjections to
GuaxT's Presidential aspivations, Indeod,
Pratr of New York (s the only decided
thivd-term man among the new Senatora.

Suoh are thoe sentlments of the fourtoen
Benators, and sich are the vardicts of the
Status they represent.. The influence thoy
will exert upon the mind of the nation in res
gard to the election of Gon. Gnast for a
third torm will welgh Tullaltely more than
thousands of costly dinners, and ostonta-
tious receptions, amd froa rides on rallronds
pud stosmibonts, In the eoming two yoars,
Thoy expresa, in the language of Prosldent
Vax Bunes, the sober secoud thought of
the people, which Is never wrong, npd s
always eflicient.

The Brooklyn Nridge.

Last spring wo weore promised that the
Bivoklyn Lrldge should be opened for uso by
tha Fourth of July next. If Itls actunlly
roady by a yonr frow this spring, 1t will be
completod as s0on as seems wow possibile,

In that case 1t will have taken about
twelvoe years to hulld the Lrklge, and during
the progress of the work the populntion of
tho two cltles 1t will connect will havo in-
ereased more than balf & milllon. Even
with that Inerease, Lhe cost of thoe struetre
Ingluding its real estute—anbout thirtoen
mlllions—will be Letween seven and eighit
dollars to each of the aggregnte population.
That Is an enormons chavge upon the eitl-
gons of the two elties; bot, righitly enough,
Brooklyn has to bear two-thicda of it, for
such beneflt as may bo derived from the
tiridge will ehielly be enjoyed by the inhabl-
tants of that elty,

In 1872 about sixty-fiye millons of per-
#ons crossed the ferrles over tho East River,
and the numbor I8 now, of course, vory
much more. The estimate is that the bridge
will carry overat least Aty thodsand pér-
gonan day, providing It furuishes adeqguate
means ol transportation, & very impuortant
matter which the trustecs of the unders
taking hnve not yot even begun to settlo.
Ir sultable faeilities are provided for taking
over tho river the crowds wihiloh tond toward
New York in the mornlng and toward Brook-
Iyn In the evening, the bridge will there-
fore ue of service to abiout twenty millions
ol passougors anuually, and that ouobses
omnprises, probably, aboul & guarier of
those who now use the ferrles,

Unlpas these moans are wisely selacted
and Iantastiec oxperiments avobled, the
bridge will be of littls or no use, Eveun if
they are provided, and are of the most
perfect deseription, the servieo rendered to
the publio will probubly be very much less
thau the hopest portion of the projectors of
the undertaking Imagine, Tho jolbors who
wore concernsi in the inception of Lhe bridge
ol course cared only that [ cost shovld bo
enormous-—the groater the better,

The bridge 18 now complote, with the ex-
pootion of Lthe suspended superstructire
and platform. I the plans of two or thres
years no had beon carrled out, these would
to-day have beon In place nud the bridga
ready for use. Controversies (ur which Mr.
Jons KeLLy was chiclly responsible have,
bowever, put off the work of completion,
and, besides, the contractors for the super-
atructure fuiled 1o furndsh IL st the stipu-
Inted duy, aud thers was notling else to do
but glve them more Lo

This superstructure §s an enormous aro
o! work, greatar than noything of 1ts sort
over befora attempted, and some delny In
Its completion was not surprislng, espscially
a8 the manufaoturers of It made thelr con-
tract at very low Agures, and have had to
carry It out luthe faco of & rising market.
They hnve, towever, delnyed the flufs! Ing
ol the bridge uearly w year. The BUpAT.
mtruoture Is of stecl, welghs abont fHve thon-
sl tons, and, after it s all recelved, tho
task of putting 1t upis a long and heayvy one

Tho bridge trustecs will therefors have
Yittlo or nothing to do in the work of fnlsh-
ing the structure Just at prosent. They
can only walt for the fullilment uf the de-
layed contract. Now, then, Is thelr time to
eottle the question of the moans of Lrans-
portation, and to deviso the plans for
finlening the entrances to the hrldge, which
will depend on the metliod of conveyance,

e thilug they will be pretty sure te do

beforo thay go much furthor. Thoy will de-
mand tho romoval of the olovated isdiroad
sintion In Chintham steeot, for it stands at
the vory antsance of tho Now York apnroach
to the brides, The grandost and costlinst
wark in the olty, the groatest bridge in the
winld, s now obecuryd by that stathin,
This entrance will bo mado lmposing ln ap-
pearnnes, and tho clevatod rallrond will
have to move s station whero it won't ahut
it ont oo view and nbstrucl passage over
Lo brldge,

Tuarkey nnd Grecoes

In a recent tssno of Punch, n glddy young
Grook 18 portrayed as deawing bis sword
with high-Nown gestures of dosperato re-
solve, and kindling eyes fixed upon the lnte-
ly diseovered statue of Mingrva Vietrix,
The goddess, however, 18 represented as re-
strainlog his nrdor by the hint that her
ttlo of victorious wai gained as much by
prudenco as Ly valor, and that ho might do
woll o count the cost befors rushing Into
war, Tho advice may not be rellshed at
Athens, but tho frients of Groeoe In forelgn
conntries inslst on makling a comparison of
hor military strength with that of Turkey,
which by po mieans reeults 1o the mlvantago
of the former power,

Tt un see what forces will bo rospectively
controlled by the belligerents in onso thy
protest of all tho parties to the Berlin Con-
ferenee should jall to provent a contlict, As
regnrda aren and population, Greeco ie an
slmuont procise counterpact of Bervia; which,
notwithstanding tho Inrgoe nsslgtanes ren-
dered by Russian volunloers, was crushod
with tha greatest oaso by Turkey In 1873,
At present the terrilory of Servin covers
14787 equare miles, oontalnlong 1,650,000 in-
hnbitapts; whille the Greek kingdom eoimne
prehiends 10,963 miles, supporting a populn-
thon of 1,670,000, The Bervian standing
army consiats of 14,000 imen on n penee foot-
Ing, bul during the war with Turkey it wns
Inerensod to upward of 100,000, 1L must be
retutmbared, also, Lhat for many years the
Borvian military systom had boen in effoes
tive operation, thist the reserves onlled out
ot of war conslsted of trained soldiers,
thnt thoy wers commandod by o corps of
tiot Ieas than 150 edueated and exporienced
offlonrs, nnd that their artillerieta could dis-
pose of noarly 0 guns.  In Greeee, on the
other hatd, & year pgo the army nominnlly
econtalned 18,000 men on a poace footing ; but
sinee that timo it has bovn rapidiy aug-
maented, malnly by the enlistment of volun-
teora, uutllh it now ineludes 65,000, OUrganiza-
tiots or endrea hinve been Tormaod, iLie said,
for an active nrmy of 80,000 sombatants; bul
this e doubtful, for Geeoce |s nolotiously
destitute not only of exportenced Genarals
but of competent subordinate commandors,
even the amall rogular army of A yoar ago
having boen most IndfMlelently oMcored. At
that date, too, elie had little or no artilery;
but an effort hins been made o supply this
want by lurge orders o the Knurr facto-
rles, wlileh have turned out, or have un-
der way, uine battoriea of flold guns
anl four Latierios of siege cannon for the
Athens Government, Large quantitics of
needly guns, revolvors, cartridges, nod plo-
noers’ toola have nleo boon purohased. Threa
lnrge military depols are to b formad, at
the Virmus, at Chalels, nnd at Missolonghl,
and commilssary storos huvoe hoen providesd
Tor 80,000 mien,  On these objects and on the
maintenancs of Its greoatly locresecd army
thn Athens Governmont has expended its ro
cent logn of $12,000,000, and the new loan of
S04,000, 600 will be devoted to the game end.
Thids addition of 38,000,000 to a publie dobit
which amourted to $56,000,600 Io Decomber,
1877, constitutes o lond boyond tho strongth
of a country whoas satimnted revenue in
1870, whon evory neryva was sgtralned In view
of Impending diflioulties, did not exeoed
$4,000,000, In a word, It may ho sald that
Grecee, incase of war, would have a goud
mapy raw soldivrs, but few officers, and n
falr amount of artillery, but no artillerists,

Wao may look now at the preparations
which Turkey has lately made to reslst the
attack threatensd on the partof her Groek
nelghbor, We must bear In mind that ber
forces would be managed by Genoerals whio
have gainsd exporienca in aotunl warfure,
Including probably Ossay I'asha, tho hero
of Plevoa, There is alse on the Ottoman
sldo a superflulty of regimental commnand-
ora and subaiteru offfoers who, if markadly
inferior to their countorparts in German
and Fronch armies, have at least had
the henefit of tralnlog In the fleld.
It 18 well known, moreover, that the
Turkish artillerlsts are among the best
Iin Europe, and that the miram, or reg-
ular fofautry eoldler, I8 conspleuous for
diselpline, bravery, and endurance. We
ehould wdid that the redifs, or soldicrs of the
tervitorial resorve, arg men whio havo served
the legal term fu the regular lufantry,
Now, within the past few weelis all the
rodifs have been called out, not ouly In
Thiessaly nnd Eplrus, bul throughout Mace-
donia, and a nucleus of 80,000 velerans hag
thus Lecn formed, On the other hand, tho
active regiwents statloned In  westorn
Anatolin have been moved to Europe,
where  they replaece, in the nelghbor-
hood of tho capital, largo detachmoots
of nlzams despatched toward tho Thessa-
Han frontler. It 18 also proposed to transfor
18,000 men from the garrisons o Arabis, and
the lurge force heretofore employed In co-
erciug thio Albanians will be deapatched to
Yanion. On the whole, the Turklsh fores
now or shortly disposable on the Greek bor-
der s computed at 60,000 active truups,
with & resorve of #0,000, all of whom are
vetoran soldlers. Moanwhile, too, various
strategic points on or near the Greek frono-
tler are belng fortified, as, for lustance,
Arta, Larissa, Yolo, nnd other places, while
at Baksoull, the crossing polot of two {m-
portant roads, a central depot has beon os-
tablished. Turkey, In short, nocording to
the latost tolegrams, I8 not a whit bebind
hor nelghbor In activity, and far ahead In
the complotencas of hor preparations for
the contingency of war,

Noone who reflacts on Lhe above data and
appreciates the difference between regular
soldlers and vaw troops ean fall to be lm-
pressed by the temarity of tho Greek Min-
{stry In provoking a dollision, It goams to
be the oplnion of most military suthorities
in Europe thit withion a fow days after a
declaration of war the Tarklsh commnnders
would be in Athena, The Gieek Premier,
CovMorspurnos, takes it for granted that
tho Turks would galn nothing by thair vie-
tory; that the great powars would straight-
way lutarfero and refuss to 1ot Greces be de-
prived of an Inch of territory, or burdened
with an Indemnlty of any kind. Hofar as
Russla and Bogland are sonceroed, hls con-
Adence Is probably not misplaced, and for
that very roasont the former power, at all
evonts, ls spaclally lutercated lo averting o
conflict. Thoere s ap doubt that very groat
pressurg will ba brought Lo bear on Greeoe
In the new conforence, which, It now sccis
tobe doclded, will spoedily take pluce at
Constantinople. Turkey has offércd, It ls
sald, to yield mors torritory In Thessaly
than wasdemandad of berat the Berlin Con-
ference. Khe Insists, howover, peremptorily
on retaloing Yanloa, which Groeoe, on her
part, Is equally ateadfastin her resolution
